Blow up the Paulding Beserroir and 
Burn the Locks in the Face of 
the Militia—The GoTernor 
Demands the Arrest 
of theBloters. 


COLUMBUS, O., April 26.—The gover- 
nor this afternoon ordered the Toledo 
companies of the national guards to the 
scene of the riot at the Paulding county 
reservoir. The following telegram was 
received by Governor J. B. Foraker last 
night: 


'*Two hundred men marched on the 
canal in a body, captured the guards and 
held them in confinement till daylight. 
They 
worked all night on the front 
and rear banks of the reservoir, cutting 
ground enough to let water out and then 
poured coal oil on the lock and the 
keeper's house at 
the reservoir anc 
burned them all up. 
One hundred more 
men went to the Gale's and O'Mier's, 
the remaining locks, and blew them up 
with dry dynamite. 
No locks remain on 
the Wabash canal. 
The destraction is 
complete and mob law reigns supreme 
The people of Defiance and Paulding 
counties call on you to protect state 
property."

The governor issued a proclamation 
reciting the facts of lawlessness and 
warning the rioters to disperse at their 
peril. 


The governor telegraphed Mr. Flick 
inger, president of the board of public 
works, to ask for a special grand jury to 
indict the rioters, <wd demand that the 
Paulding county ofiBcials do their duty, 
and take prompt and vigorous measures 
to bring the guilty to justice, closing 
with this injunction: 
"If any official 
hesitates to do his duty inform me at 
once." 


A FAMILY PERISH. 


A Fire in Allegheny City Causes the 
Death of an Entire Family. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 26.—A disas- 
trous fire broke out this morning in 
Willis Brothers' grocery, on the corner 
of Lacock and Corry streets, Allegheny 
City, entailing a loss of life. A family 
and some roomers occupied the upper 
stories. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock Mrs. 
Willis was awakened by a crackling noise 
coming up the elevator, in the rear por- 
tion of the building, and at the same 
time people outside discovered the fire 
and gave the alarm. 
The firemen ran 
ladders to the various stories of the 
building to rescue the inmates, number- 
ing eleven. 
The firemen and policemen 
plunged into the building. 
Some had 
to be dragged out, but they managed to 
push on until the third floor was reached 
and the work of rescuing was begun. 
The women were carried out uninjured, 
except Sophia Bowles. 
She 
could 
not be found and almost from first was 
looked upon as lost. 
The 
people 
jumped from the building while the 
firemen 
were fighting their way up 
stairs. 
William Eberman and a Greek 
named Hoggetzam jumped. 
Eberman 
fell on his head and was picked up un- 
conscious. 
Hoggetzara was caught in 
the arms of a stranger and his fall was 
broken. 
Both are in a critical condition. 
After the fire was subdued, the bodies 
of Sophie Bowles and Fred Schulb were 
found on the forth floor, evidently suffo- 
cated from smoke. 
The fire was caused 
by the explosion of natural gas. 
It is 
thought the loss will be $20,000, covered 
by insurance.

FERDINAND A. MILLER. 


He Dies of Typhoid Fever in a Bastian 
University—Buried with 
Honor. 


A letter received by Edward Miller 
from Kovno, Bussia, from a classmate of 
Ferdinand A. Miller, the Christian of 
this city, who created a sensation by be- 
coming a convert to the Jewish faith, 
conveys the sad intelligence of his death 
by that dreadful and fatal scourge, 
typhoid fever. 
His sickness was of 
short duration, lasting only several days, 
and his end was very calm and peaceful, 
he dying in the full belief of the faith 
which he espoused when he left his 
mother church for that of the Israelite. 
The best of medical attendance was given 
to him and everything to alleviate liis 
sufierings done by those surrounding his 
bedside, but all of no avail, and in his 
last moments he requested that a letter 
be sent to tiis brother, Edward, of this 
city, notifying him of his death and with 
almost the same breath he informed the 
bystanders that he would meet them in 
Paradise, a beautiful and proWnd evi- 
dence of his belief in the blessed immor- 
tality beyond the grave. 
A large con- 
course of people turned out in attend- 
ance upon the funeral, and many tears 
were shed by those who were intimately 
acquainted with the deceased, in the city 
of nis schoolastic studies in Russian Po- 
land. 


As an evidence of the high esteem in 
which he was held by the strangers 
with whom he had cast his lot for two 
years past in the land far beyond the 
seas, it is enough to say that a monu- 
ment has been erected to his memory by 
those who were acquainted with him, 
and no one can be more appreciative of 
this token than his brothers and sisters 
in America, who are glad to know while he 
was not among his own nationality and 
kinsmen, that people of à foreign land 
held him in such reverence as to erect a 


tombstone to the memory of their dear 
departed brother. 


George Miller, of the Star grocery, is 
a brother of the dead man, besides he 
has sisters in Napoleon, Ohio, and Kan- 
kakee county, Illinois. 


Mr. Ferdinand August Miller, the de' 
ceased, was bom at Decatur, Ind., i)e- 
cember 10, 1857, and consequently at 
the time of his death was twenty-nine 
years, three months and sixteen days 
old; at the age of twelve years, in No- 
vember, 1870, he removed, with his 
mother, to this city, where he contiiiued 
to reside until after his mother's death, 
in June, 1882. 
He first woi ked as a pa- 
per carrier and newsboy on T H E 
SBMTI- 
NBLand Oazetie, 
and afterwards be- 
came special agent of the Indianapolis 
Sentinel for Fort Wayne, through the 
efforts of G. W. H. Riley, of Winches- 
ter, lud., at that time connected with 
this paper as business manager; he next 
started a news stand and after worked 
in the Mayer house, the Pittsburg shops 
and the Bass Machine shops, winding up 
hio career in this city as a peddler of 
sundries. 


When yet in his teens he became spe- 
cially attached to the Jews as compan- 
ions and hearing much about their the- 
ologv and philosophy, he began the 
study of the Hebrew language, through 
the instruction of Rabbi Kuliner and 
others of the Polish Jew congregation of 
this city, and after studying here a few 
years, he went to Cincinnati, with a let- 
ter of introduction from Rabbi Aaron, 
of this city, to Rabbi Wise, 
recom- 
ending him as a proper person to reccive 
the rite of circumcision and be received 
into the Hebrew faith. 
He arrived in 
Cincinnati in May, 1884, and in June of 
the same year he was circumsized by 
the great and eloquent Babbi Wise, an 
operation which nearly cost him his life, 
as he lay hovering between life and death 
for several weeks, in a Jewish hospital 
on Longworth street. 
On his recovery 
he attended Rabbi Wi^e' school for the 
instruction of Hebrew, and in Febraary 
1885, he left for New York, sailing from 
that port on March 4th, of the same 
year, for Eovno, the seat of the greatest 
Jewish university in the world, with a 
view of finishing bis studies and enter- 
ing the Jewish ministry as a Babbi. The 
steamer "Werra," of the North German 
Lloyd line, was the vessel on which he 
took passage and fourteen days after his 
departure, he was iQ the city of his 
death. 
He always was fond of books 
and his great ambition was to be a 
learned man and shed an effulgent light 
over those not so fortunate, but in the 
Providence of God, he was called away 
to the realms of eternal bliss. 


The following is a text of the letter 
giving notice of Mr. Miller's death. 


KOVNO, March 27, 1887. 
Mr. Edward Miller : 


I write to you to-day, that you brother, 
Ferdinand Miller, died 
last Friday, 
Marsh 25th, at 11 o'clock. 
The disease 
was typhus fever. Sunday he was taken 
very sick and called to me and his good 
iriends and said: "My friends, X will 
die. 
In a short time you'll come to me 
in the other world, and my soul will be 
in paradise." All of his personal prop- 
erty he gave to a poor man. 
Sunday he 
received a letter that yon sent him and 
two books, and said: 
"I am not able 
lo learn any more in these books," and 
requested me to write to you, after his 
death and to send the books to Fort 
Wayne, to you. 
I sat up with him all 
night, and early in the morning he was 
a very sick man. 
They did all they 
possibly could for him during his sick- 
ness, three men sitting by him all week. 
He had the best doctors, and they did 
all they could for him. 
But the Lord 
God had called this good, beautiful man 
to him, and I weep for Ferdinand, my 
friend, and all the city of Kovno weep 
and go to his grave, and give him all the 
honor they can. 
They placed a monu- 
ment of stone over his grave, on which 
is written: 
"The Virtuous Stranger 
from America."

There is to be but one 
voting precinct in each ward, and as the 
hours are favorable it is hoped that 
every democratic voter will go to the 
polls and exercise his right in the selec- 
tion of the best, most competent and 
trusted men on the ticket printed above, 
because on it are gentlemen whose hon- 
esty, integrity, capability and fltneas is 
beyond dispute, and whose election is 
certain as daylight when presented to an 
intelligent people May 3. 
Read the 
rules: 


1. Each ward shall constitute a sepa- 
rate voting precinct. 


2. The election shall be held on the 
Saturday preceding the general city 
election, between the hours of 8 o'clock 
and 7:00 o,clock p. m., city time. 


3. The ward committeeman shall be 
inspector of elections in his ward, and 
the two demociatic judges that were ap- 
pointed by the common council preced- 
ing the primary election shall act as 
judges at said primary elections, and in 
the event of a judge declining to serve, 
the vacancy shall be filled by the demo- 
cratic voters of said ward at the time of 
opening the polls, and the inspector and 
judges shall appoint two clerks to serve 
on said board. 


4. On the Monday evening preceding 
the primary election all candidates will 
be expected to present themselves be- 
fore the city central democratic commit- 
tee. 


5. 
No person shall be eligible as a 
member of the board of election who has 
anything of value bet or wagered on the 
result of such election, or who is a candi- 
date or of kin to any candidate of such 
election. 


6. That no person shall be admitted 
to the room when the election board is 
sitting, save only the members of the 
board. 


7. No one will be allowed to vote but 
democrats who voted for the democratic 
presidential electors, at the last general 
election, provided they will support the 
nominations of this primary. 
Tnis does 
not prohibit democrats from voting who 
were confined to their bed by sickness 
during the time of the election. Neither 
does it prohibit democrats who were not 
of age at the time of the election, but 
who have since become of age,' to vote, 
nor have reference to voters who were 
absent from the city at the time of the 
general election. 


8. 
When a democrat offers to vote, 
the inspector shall pronounce the voter's 
name audibly, and if no challenge is 
made he shall receive the ballot, aud in 
the presence of the judges shall place 
the ballot in the box, when the name of 
said voter shall again be audibly re- 
peated by one of the judges in the pres- 
ence and hearing of the clerks, who shall 
enter and number the name of such 
voter on the poll list. 


9. There shall be no adjournment or 
recess from the time the election is 
opened until the count is completed and 
the result publicly announced by the in- 
spectors in the hearing of the board. 


10. If a voter challenged proves by 
one or more reliable democrats that he 
voted the democratic ticket aa required 
by the rules governing the election, ho 


shall be allowed to vote, otherwise his 
vote must be refused. 


11. Democrats must vote in the ward 
in which they reside. 


12. All persons voting must be twen- 
ty-ond years of age or upwards, and 
must have resided in 
the state six 
months, sixty days in the county, thirty 
days in the ciiy and ten days in the 
ward or precinct preceding the elee 
tion. 


13. When the polls are closed, the in- 
spector and judges shall open the ballot 
box and commence counting the votes; 
the inspector shall take the ballots out 
one by one, and open them as he takes 
them out, and read aloud the name of 
each person printed thereon, and the 
office for which each person is voted; he 
shall then hand the same to the other 
judge, who shall string it on a thread of 
twine. 


li. If more persons are designated on 
any ticket to any office than are to be 
elected to such office, such part of the 
ticket shall not be counted to any of 
them. 
A ticket shall not be thrown 
aside for want of form, if there be 
enough to satisfy the judges of the per- 
son voted for and the office; nor shall a 
ticket be rejected for any misarrange- 
ment of initial letters, òr the misspelling 
of the name of any candidate. 
If the 
board are able to discover to the satis- 
faction of a majority of them the person 
intended to be voted for, the ballot shall 
be counted. 


15. When the votes are counted, the 
board shall make out a certificate, stat- 
ing in words the number of votes each 
candidate has received and designating 
the office. And snch certificate and one 
of the tally sheets and one of the lists of 
voters shall be given the inspector and 
the balance to one of the judges. 


16. The ward committeemen ex-officio 
inspectors, shall constitute a board of 
canvassers, who shall meet on the fol- 
lowing Monday morning ' at 9 o'clock, 
and make a compiete canvass of the vote 
and declare the nominees of the party. 
The chairman of the committee shall act 
as president of the board and the secre- 
tary as clerk. 


17. The tickets shall be general, con- 
taining the names of all the candidates 
pledged to support the nominees, and 
shall be furnished by the city central 
committee, and none other shall be used 
or counted by the boards of election at 
such primaries.

This is the sixty^eighth anniversary of 
the institution of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows in the United States 
I^oclamations have been issued by the 
grand mast» requMting lodges to ob 
eerve it in some appropriate manner, and 
this is done throughout the states, ter- 
ritories and provinces on this continent.

Fellowship dates from April 26, 1819, 
when it was instituted in the city of Bai- 
timore, by Thomas Wildy and four 
others.

The 
order existed in England before it was

to establish amicable relations between 
the two countries.

He 
now over eighty years old, and occasion- 
ally visits the Orand lodge of Indiana, 
where he is always received as a welcome 
guest. 
The order in this state has kept 
pace with every progressive movement 
of the order, and now numbers in excess 
of 27,000 members, which is constantly 
being added to. The anniversary will 
be observed by a large number of 
lodges throughout the state, some ob 
serving the anniversary by a half holi- 
day.

We have the wèidthiest lodge 
in the state, and, indeed, the Odd 
Fellows 
are among the best 
citi- 
zens, always self-sustaining, always true 
to their vows of friendship, true to the 
orphans and widows, true to themselves 
and their familes, true to the nation. 


They are a sturdy, thrifty, sensible 
people, who have independence and 
never has a member of their order or 
any one dependent on him been a p< 
sioner on public charity. 
With them 
there is no need of poor laws, free hos- 
pitals or public dispensfuries. They feed, 
clothe, educate and bury their own 
within their own means, and in these 
truths lie their greatness and their 
claim to honor, renown and 
destinction 
among all men and all nations.

>y that dreadful aurl Fntal scourge, 
yphoid fevor.

and hia end was very calm and peaceful, 
ie dying in tho full belief of the fuith 
which ho eopouaod whan ho left \\w 
nother church for that of the Israeli to. 
['he boat of medical attendance was givmi

offerings dono by thoeo Hurronuding hia

to rnaide until after his mother's death,

He Brat woiked as a pa- 


per carrier aud newsboy on THE SKNTI- 
NEt, and Gazette, and afterwards be- 
came special agent of tho Indianapolis 
Sentinel for Fort Wayne, through the 
efforts of G. W. H. Itiley, of Winches- 
ter, lud,, at that time connected with 
this paper OB bneiuesB manager; he next 
started a news stand aud after worked 
In the Mayer house, the Pittoburg shops 
and theBass Machine shopn, winding np 
bio career in this city as n peddler of 
son dries. 


When yet in his teens he became spe- 


cially attached to the Jews as compan- 
ions and hearing much abont their the- 
ologv and philosophy, he began the 
study of the Hebrew language, through 
the instruction of Rabbi Kuliner aud 
others of tho Polish Jow congregation of 
:bin city, and after ntudyinghere a few 
fears, he went to Cincinnati, with a let- 
;er of introduction from Rabbi Aaron, 
of this city, to Kabbi Wise, recom- 
mding him as a proper person to receive 
ihe rite of circumcision aud be received 
nto the Hebrew faith. 
Ho arrived in 


jiuoinnali in May; 1884, and in Juno of 
lie same year he was circumai'zud by 
the great and eloquent Eabbl Wiae. an 
operation which nearly cost him his life,

'or several weeks, in a Jewish hospital 
>n Longworth street. Ou hia recover; 
ie attended Rabbi Wfce' school for the 
Detraction of Hebrew, and in February

rent, for Kovuo, the nest of the greatest 
Jewiuh univeniity in tho world, with n 
view of finishing hla studies aud enter- 
ing the Jewish ministry aa a Rabbi. Tho 
flteamer "Werra," of the North Gorman 
jloyd line, was the veHHel on which ho 
oak passage and fourteen days after his 
departure, he was in the city of his 
death. He always waa fond of books 
Aid h)a great ambition was to bo a 
earned man and shed an effulgent light 
over thoae not so fortunate, but in the 
?rovideuce of God, he wus called away 
o the realms of eternal bliss. 
The following is a text of the letter 


jiving notice of Mr. Miller's death.
